Says Roosevelt _

Whenever Depression Is Over

NEW YORK, Fev. 3.—Prof. Ed- 
win Walter Kemmerer, Princeton 
University economist who has been 
called in at different times as in- 
ternational monetary expert and 
adviser to several governments, pre- 
dicts that the cost of living will be 
more than double that of last No- 
vember whenever the depression is 
over and results of the Roosevelt 
administration’s dollar devaluation 
nity completely worked themselves 
ou 
y Writing in the New ork Sun to- 
day, Prof. Kemmerer declares he 
foresees a general price level 118 
per cent higher than last Novem- 
ber’s and a cost of living 126 per 
cent higher. He emphasized that 
these results would take time. 
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He also declared the* “if present 
tendencies are long continued, the 
Federal Reserve System soon will 
be little more than a fiscal agency 
of the Government.” 

“Like the first and second United 
States banks, its tenure of useful- 
ness as a real central bank will 
have been but 20 years,” said Kem- 
merer. 

His comment was made in a 
lengthy analysis of what he termed 
the “new monetary unit and new 
currency system” put into effect by 
the Roosevelt Administration Jan. 
31. He said: 

“The present ‘gold reserve act of 
1934’ and other recent monetary 
and banking legislation and Gov- 
ernment regulations have so weak- 
ened the powers of the Federal Re- 
serve system in the fields in which 
a central bank usually operates, ex- 
cept the purely Government field, 
as to prevent it from functioning 
in a normal and effective way. Its 
powers have been extensively taken 
over by the Government and it is 
no longer fair to hold it responsible 
for performing the usual functions 
of a central Bank.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace today 
issued a milk license for distribu- 
tors in the Chicago area, effective 
Feb. 5. 

The license is the first to be ap- 
plied to a milk shed under the new 
policy of the Farm Administration 
and replaces the license and agree- 
ment in force in the Chicago area 
up to Jan. 8, | 

Frank C. Baker of the licensing 
and enforcement section ‘was 
named market administrator to su- 
pervise the license in Chicago. 

The license sets minimum prices 
to be paid to producers as follows: 
Fluid milk, $1.75 per 100 pounds, 
milk sold for cream, $1.25, and sur- 
plus milk a price 3% times the av- 
erage wholesale price per pound of 
92 score butter on the Chicago mar- 
ket. All prices are based on milk 
testing 3.5 per cent butterfat. Ad- 
justments for other milk wil] be 
made on the basis of 4 cents per 
100 pounds. For each one-tenth of 
one per cent above or below 3.5. The 
license also provides for establish- 
ment of an adjustment pool 
through which milk purchases 
made by distributors will be equal- 
ized. .

Hay said he had altered his 
opinion as to the need for a high 
license fee, and believed the fee

advocate, he said, “The people have 
repudiated the prohibition policy, 
and I am not going to sulk and say 
I will do nothing toward getting a 
system to take its place. I want to 
see a fair system, that will satisfy 
everybody as nearly as possible.” 

Preachers Don’t Stay to Listen. 

Hay was applauded by the liquor 
men, though most of them were 
against the gallonage tax. The 
ministers did not remain to hear 
him, and Hay remarked that it 
looked as if they, too, were in a 
hurry to get to the wrestling 
match. 


The ministerial delegation, led by 
the Rev. Dr. A. H. Armstrong of 
the Church Federation, got the 
floor after several speakers had dis- 
cussed the problem from the saloon 
keeper’s viewpoint. or some position 
close thereto. One suggestion had 
been that instead of the “ word 
saloon, the by-the-drink  establish- 
ment be officially termed a 
“licensed liquor dispensary,” or an 
“alcobar.” 


“Keep the name saloon, if you are 
going to have the saloon,” said the 
Rev. Dr. George A. Campbell of 
Union Avenue Christian Church. 
“What your party pledged was that 
there would be no return of the 
saloon. But I think it is coming 
back. That seems to be already de- 
cided. I only ask you, can we have 
the saloon and Keep men from 
drinking to excess? Can we have 
the saloon, without causing suffer- 
ing and privation to women and 
children? Can we have thé sdloon 
without ruining life? The financial 
problem does not stop with the 
question of taxation. We ministers 
go into homes, and we know that 
the man who spends too much in 
the saloon is not going to support 
his family. If you permit these 
conditions, all we ministers can do 
is to renew the fight, and -seek a 
new cure.” 


Rabbi Isserman, Dr. Maclvor. 


Rabbi F. M. Isserman of. Temple 
Israel and the Rev. Dr. John W. 
MaclIvor of Second Presbyterian 
Church advocated a system of city- 
controlled liquor stores, to sell hard 
liquor in packages only, without 
private profit, and with the surplus 
going for relief. Rabbi Isserman, 
who outlined the plan, said wine 
and beer might be sold by private 
venders, under such conditions as 
the lawmakers saw fit to impose. 


The speakers, both former citi- 
zens of Canada, cited the Ontario 
liquor law as a model, and Rabbi 
Isserman: read testimonials to the 
workings of that law from several 
Canadian clergymen. Dr. Camp- 
bell, also a former Canadian, did 
not go into this proposal. 

A few in-the gathering having 
booed Dr. Campbell's speech, the 
Rev. Dr. William B. Lampe _ of 
West Presbyterian Church began 
with a vigorous assertion of his 
right to a hearing. Dr. Lampe 
said repeal of prohibition had been 
brought about partly by the asser- 
tion that drinking had - increased 
under prohibition. “But here this 
afternoon,” he said, “I hear the 
liquor men talk about their trade 
being ruined, about having to start 
at the beginning and build up grad- 
ually. How do you explain that?” 

Dr. Lampe advocated such a sys 
tem as that proposed by Rabbi Is- 
serman and Dr. MaclIvor.. “The ob- 
ject. of control,” he said, “is that 
the man who is entitled to a drink 
can get it, and that the man whom 
drink makes a menace and a public 
charge cannot get it.” | 

Dr. Armstrong indorsed the city 
liquor store plan. The Rev, Dr. C. 
Oscar Johnson of Third Baptist 
Church, who was not ready to in- 


|dorse that plan, urged that other 


‘ 


things than revenue and profits be 
considered by the lawmakers. 
One New Argument. 

The earliem® speakers repeated 
the arguments made at the two 
City Hall hearings previously held. 
One new argument was offered by 
the Greater St. Louis Beer and 
Liquor Dealers’ Association against 
the requirement for signatures of 
neighbors and adjoining property 
owners to a license petition. 

“Before prohibition,” the organ- 
ization’s spokesman, L. E. Scott, 
said, “it was the custom of those 
whose signatures were needed to 
insist that they obtain credit from 
the liquor dealer before signing. 
The resuit was a virtual donation 
of drinks to these signers.” 

The association asked that the 
license fee be made $200 for by- 
the-drink places, and the same for 
original package venders, as it was 
argued that many customers of 
the latter would insist on drinking 
on the premises. 

Joseph J. Hauser of the Brewery 
Workers’ ‘Union, made a statistical 
argument against the gallonage tax 
on beer, charging that it would 
handicap the St. Louis breweries 
in getting an outside market, and 
would restrict employment. He 
said that before prohibition, 2,000,- 
000 barrels of beer a year were 
made in St. Louis, and 65 per cent, 
or 1,300,000 barrels, shipped out of 
the city; and that annual wages 
of the brewery and allied indus- 
tries here amounted to $3,380,000 a 
year. He told the aldermen that 
a vote for the gallonage tax pro- 
vision would be “political suicide.” 

No Further Hearings Planned. 

The Public Safety Committee, 
which conducted the hearing, does 
not plan further public hearings, 
and will hold meetings to consider 
the three bills now in its hands, the 
administration bill and the substi- 
tute measures of Aldermen Gum- 
mels and Brown.

SHIP REACHES PORT AFTER 
35-DAY FIGHT WITH STORM 


Lands at St. John, N. B., Following 
Perilous Crossing of Atlantic 
Ocean 


By the Associated Press. 

ST. JOHN, N. B., Feb. 3.—The 8S. 
S. Svartisen, which was reported 
“probably lost” two weeks ago, 
made port yesterday. It sailed 
from Grangemouth, Scotland, Dec. 
30 and fought stubbornly against 


storms and ice 35 days before it 
reached this haven. Capt. T. Jen- 
toft, middle-aged Scandinavian, 
brought the ship through. 

The Svartisen, a 2000-ton collier, 
ordinarily makes the crossing in 16 
days. The Svartisen ran _ into 
storms as soon as it sailed. Gales 
and head \winds smashed seas 
against it < after day. Waves 
broke over t bridge. A_ steel 
shaft in the\ steering machine 
cracked apart. en the hand gear 
went. The ship rolled helplessly. 
For four days the ship drifted. 

The men fought their way 
through the cold water which 
swirled across the decks to lash 
heavy planks along the sides of the 
vessel. These helped to break the 
impact of the waves but gratings 
and deck fittings were carried 
away. 

While the ship drifted, Capt. Jen- 
toft and his men cut a shaft to re- 
place the one broken from one of 
the ship’s winches. It was too 
thick. So, with a hand file, they 
trimmed it down to the size of the 
shaft which had broken. The 
Svartisen got under way again. 


10 PCT. REDUCTION ORDERED 
IN KIRKWOOD WATER RATES 


Saving to Consumers of $8000 a 
Year Expected; Third Cut in 
Three Years. 

Reduction of water rates 
Kirkwood, amounting to 10 per 
cent, which is expected to save 
consumers $8000 a year, has been 
ordered, effective March 1. The 
suburb owns its waterworks. 

For the first 25,000 gallons used 
per quarter the reduction will be 
from 54 to 46 cents a 1000 gallons, 
for the second 25,000 gallons from 
50 to 42 cents a 1000, and a corre- 
sponding cut in the _ succeeding 
steps of the schedule, to a new 
minimum of 18 cents a 1000 for all 
water in excess of 300,000 gallons 
a quarter.

Glass of the Secretary of the Treasury, Henry Mor- 
genthau. Well, if that is the degree of unfitness, 
others who have held the job, and did pretty well 
at it, were similarly disqualified.

Nobody in Wuthority ever explained this 
mystery. But the explanation was obvious. 
The RFC would announce its high price, 
and then it would buy a little gold as 
cheaply as it could. The result was slightly 
ridiculous, For obviously, the only way to 
make the price of gold whatever the Govern- 
ment wanted it to be was to offer to buy 
all the gold that anyone chose to sell at 
that price. 

But there were difficulties about this. For 
one thing, it was very doubtful whether the 
RFC had legal authority to buy gold at all, 
and so, instead of buying gold freely, it 
bought a little, presumably on the theory 
that a little sin was not a bad sin. Fur. an- 
other, it would have looked bad for the 
United States Government to appear ag the 
active purchaser of great quantities of gold 
in London and Paris. 


The measures taken Wednesday afternoon 
get around all these difficulties. Instead of 
going abroad to buy gold, the Government 


is now letting anyone in the world (except 


American gold hoarders) sell it gold at $35 
an ounce. 

The difference is this:, Instead of the Gov- 
ernment’s taking the initiative to buy gold 
abroad, it lets private bankers, exchange 
dealers, American and foreign, do the buy- 
ing for it. They will now do what the RFC 
tried in vain to do, It is more polite and 
it is infinitely more effective. The price 
of gold will be what the Government says 
it should be, for the time being $35 an ounce, 
in every market in the world. For anyone 
anywhere who has an ounce of gold can 
now get 35 American dollars for it. 


By this measure, the dollar is automati-°* 


cally stabilized in relation to gold. It, ihere- 
fore, should be quite unnecessary for the 
Treasury to use any of the stabilization 
fund to hold the dollar at its new gold 
value. It will be held there by the fact that 
anyone can sell, and if necessary, buy gold 
at the new price. 
« ¥ * 


What then remains for the great two- 
billion-dollar fund to do? That will not be 
known until we know what other countries 
do next. By fixing the gold value of the 


dollar definitely, though not finally or eter- 


nally, we have in effeet invited them to fix 
the value of their currencies. Presumably, 
if they decide to devalue their currencies 
as much but not.mucbh more than we have 
done, we shall be content. That would 
mean a British pound worth $4.86 and a 
French franc reduced from its present value 
of 6 23 cents to not less than 4 cents, If, 
on the other hand, they: sought to go under 
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That being the case, it would seem that 
externally the stabilization fund is now 
likely to be used simply to keep things in 
hand during the period of transition to a 
new valuation of the European currencies. 
What it may be desirable to do with it in 
relation to the Far Eastern exchanges, to 
Chinese silver and the excessively dezre- 
ciated Japanese yen, ig another and much 
more complicated story. What it may be 
desirable to use it for internally is another 
story. 

Now, it is clear that the dollar is at the 
moment “under-valued.” That is to sav, a 
dollar will buy more goods in the United 
States than it wilt buy in Europe, This con- 
dition has to be corrected. It can be cor- 
rected by a rise: in American prices, which 
would make the dollar buy less here, or by 
a fall in European prices or European cur- 
rencies, which would make the dollar buy 
more there. If we did nothing to reise 
prices here, and Europe did nothing to 
change the buying power of the dollar over 
there, Europe would have to cut wages and 
would probably be thrown into general bank- 
ruptey. 

But, of course, it is our purpose to ruise 
American prices somewhat, and Europe is 
free to increase the buying power of the 
dollar over there by revaluing European 
currencies. The two operations together 
should, in the end, make the purchasing 
power of the dollar approximately the same 
here and abroad.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—State 
directors of the National Emergen- 
cy Council] were directed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt yesterday to keep 
politics out of the recovery pro 
gram. 

The President, referring directly 
to reports that some had tried to 
make “political adv. ntage out of 
the relief of human needs,” prom- 
ised the backing of his administra- 
tion with these words: 

“Be absolutely hard-boiled . 
even if you hit the biggest political 
boss in the United States on th¢/ 
head in carrying out this program.” 

At the same time, he depicted the 
task of the state director as requir- 
ing “extraordinary patience and 
long hours—a smile at all times.” 

The state directors today planned 
to wind up the four days of “school- 
ing” they have had with the heads 
off al] the Federal emergency agen- 
cies. 

House to Act Monday. 

The talk was made by the Presi- 
dent shortly after Administration 
leaders in the House had decided 
to withhold action on his request~ 
for $950,000,000 for relief and civil 
works until Monday ani then pro- 
ceed under riged rules to prevent 


Although the House previously 
had granted unanimous consent for 
consideration of the appropriation 
yesterday, party leaders were ap- 
prised a few moments before the 
opening of the session that a bloc 
of insurgent’s, planned to propose 
continuation of Civil Worke until 
after the November elections by in- 
creasing the appropriation to $1,- 
500,000,000. 

The $950,000,000 bill was approved 
today by the Senate Appropriations 
Committee, after Harry L. Hop- 
kins, Federal Relief Administrator 
and Director of the CWA, told the 
committee in executive session that 
about $400,000,000 would be required 
to carry the civil works activities 
up to May 1, and the remainder 
would be used for unemployment 
relief grants to the states. He re- 
iterated the administration plans to 
gradually cut down the CWA pro- 
gram and abandon it by May 1. 

The Senate Committee struck out 
of the bill a provision approved by 
the House limiting expenditures 
through the Civil Works Adminis- 
tration. The House bill provided 
that no CWA funds could be used 
for projects approved by other gov- 
ernment departments, which would 
virtually have limited the expendi- 
tures to state projects. 

Text of Roosevelt's Statement. 

The text of President Roosevelt’s 
statement to state directors fol- 
lows: 

i am glad you have undertak- 
en this very great task. We 
have felt, as you know, for a 
long time that it was necessary 
to tie-in, in some way, the en- 
tire emergency program which, 
in its many ramifications, we 
have been undertaking from 
time to time. We feel also that 
this work of disseminating in- 
formation and preventing the 
crossing of wires, had to be 
done through decentralization, 
and that is why you are here, 
You are the great decentraliz- 
ers for the Federal Government 
and,in a sense, also, you are the 
coordinators between the Feder- 
al Government, the State and 
local governments, That being 
so, I think probably that the 
future success of this program 
is more in your hands than in 
the hands“ef any éther group. 

Frank Walker, as national di- 
rector, has explained to you the 
various responsibilities you 
have, If you don’t mind, I 
want to give you a few personal 
observations, based on certain 
experiences—four years in Al- 
bany, war work here during the 
Wilson administration, and a 
certain amount of experience in 
the last few months. They are: 

One of the most difficult 
tasks that I know anything 
about is to get around and 
avoid the results of certain per- 
fectly normal and natura) hum- 
an impulses—impulses based on 
selfishness and which take cer- 
tain forms well known to most 
of us, either the purely personal 
form of trying to get special 
authority or specia]) credit for 
individual applause or aggran- 
dizement.

5o that is one of the things 
you will have a hard time in 
fighting. I think you will be 
able to get the help and en- 
thusiastic support of at least

Conference af Hotel Statler last 
night. 

The conference,

“We have lost ground in some 
Ways in our welfare work,” Miss 
Abbott said, “our slipping back in 
our mothers’ pensions being one in- 
stance. Children always mean sac- 
rifices and our best welfare pro- 
grams are not those in our richeat 
cities, but in those places where 
_— are ready to plan and sacri- 

ce.” 

Miss Abbott reminded her audi- 
ence that there were now 6,000,000 
children on Federal relief and said 
“it will take a long time for these 
children to get out of where they 
are—and not all of them will get 
out.” 

Miss Abbott has been head of the 
Children’s Bureau, which is a divi- 
sion of the Department of Labor, 
since 1921. Before that she was an 
associate of Jane Addams at Hull 
House for 10 years. @ 

Tom McConnell, legislative chair- 
man of the Legion’s child welfare 
committee, outlined a minimum 
child welfare program which con- 
tained recommended legislation for 
each state. Some of the points in 
the program, which he said should 
be made into State laws, were: 

A family desertion and non-sup- 
port law under which a deserting 
father can be extradited from an- 
other state; a widowed mothers’ al- 
lowance law which will allow help 
to keep children in their own home, 
and a public health record for 
every child. 

He also urged that each state set 
up a Children's Bureau which 
would appoint and advise county 
child welfare boards on the admin- 
istration of laws in regard ta de 
pendent, defective and neglected 
children. He asked that the State 
Legion departments plan careful 
campaigns under intelligent leader- 
ship to obtain for their states 
proper child welfare legislation. 

Miss Emma C, chner, national 
child welfare director of the Le- 
gion, also spoke at the dinner and 
reported that in 1933 the Legion 
aided 182,194 children of World 
War veterans at a cost of $724,537. 
In area D, which includes Missouri, 
54,392 children were aided at a cost 
of $234,201.

tailer therefore has no authority 


to collect the amount of the tax,:

HERE THIS YEAR 


There wil! be no radio broadvast 


of baseball games from Sportaman’'s 
Park this year, according to an an- 
nouncement made at both basebali 
headquarters this morning. 

The announcement followed a 
conference between President Sar 
Breadon of the Cardinals and Pres- 
ident Louis B. von Weise of the 
Browns. 

No explanation accompanied the 
jannouncement. The advisability of 
continuing radio broadcast has been 
under debate in major league 
councils annually for several sea- 
sons, the leagues deciding at their 
last meetings to leave the broad 
cast question strictly up to cach 
club owner. 

Broadcasts have continued at 
Sportsman’s Park since 1926. 
Originally three stations broa icast 
games here under permission fron: 
both. clubs. The broadcasts were 
daily, including Sundays and holi- 
days, and the stations were orerat- 
ing free of charge. 

In the last two years the »road- 
cast was paid for by the twvu sta- 
tions operating, and their privilege 
confined to five week-day oroad- 
casts only, Saturdays, Sundays und 
holidays being »arred. 

Owners in various parts cf the 
country have questioned the value 
of the broadcast to baseball promo- 
tions, In some cities it is not per 
mitted. In. other cities, clubs per- 
mit broadcasts only when the teams 
are on the road.

GRAIN EXCHANGE CODE 
VIRTUALLY COMPLETED 


As Drawn, It Would Abolish 
Practice of “Bids” and 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—A code 
for the grain exchanges which 
practices 
blamed for last summer’s grain 
debacle and other periods of vio- 
lent fluctuation today had reached 
virtually final form at the Farm 
Administration and was expected to 
go into effect soon. 

Officials said that the code had 
not been passed oun formally by 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
but that few and unimportant 
modifications were expected before 
it went through. 

Although many suggestions about 
the code have been made by farm 
officials, Wallace takes the view 
that the responsibility for it rests 
primarily on the grain exchanges 
themselves. These have sought ad- 
vice from the administration in an 
effort to draft an agreement that 
would meet with its approval and 
head off legislation on the subject. 

Bids and Offers Abolished. 

Among other important changes, 
the code would permanently abol- 
ish the use of so-called weekly and 
daily privileges, known also as 
“bids” and “offers.” 

Theoretically, these are used, like 
the ordinary hedging transactions, 
as a form of price insurance, but 
both government and exchange offi- 
cials assert this form of trading has 
frequently been a speculative wea- 
pon. 

Other code points include: 

Continuation of the present lim- 
its on-daily grain price fluctua- 
tion, 

Requirements for all speculators 
in grain to put up a 10 per cent 
margin until their holdings reach 
2,000,000 bushels. After that an ad- 
ditional 15 per cent is required. 

Each exchange is to name a su- 
pervisor who will be a non-ex- 
change member, to police market 
and other code requirements. 

Adequate Representation. 

The exchanges are to give ade- 
quate representation to all interests 
directly concerned, the charge hav- 
ing been made that in some in- 
stances floor traders have had too 
much control. 

A representative of the Secretary 
of Agriculture will sit in at meet- 
ings of the business conduct com- 
mittees on the exchanges. He, 
however, will have no vote. 

Ggnerally speaking, the ex- 
changes will regulate themselves 
through the code authority to be 
named, but m matters involving 
complaints of code violation are to 
be placed before the secretary for 
review. 

The suggestion nas been made 
frequently that the éxchanges place 
a limit on the volume of specula- 
tive holdings which an individual 
might acquire. This plan was sug- 
gested in view of the business con- 
duct committee’s right to limit 
speculative transactions if they 
feel it necessary.

They A Became Lost in 
West Virginia Snowstorm and 
Ran Out of Gasoline.

hand, nothing is more simple than 
turning the eyelids. To all others, 
it is difficult, However, it appears 
like a major task only because it 
seems so much of a job to achieve 
with one’s fingers and thumbs. 


Proceed in the following manner 
and you will evert the eyelids prop- 
erly: 

With thumb and forefinger take 
hold of the eyelashes of the upper 
lid and pull forward and down. 
With the other hand apply a match- 
stick or similar object to the upper 
surface of the eyelid. 

Then by means of a rolling mo- 
tion press the matchstick down and 
at the same time draw the lashes 
upward. The lid will then very 
obligingly turn inside out. 

It should be borne in mind that 
several cinders or foreign bodies 
may have gained entrance into the 
eye at the same time. Therefore, 
even though one speck is found and 
—* others should be looked 
or. 

Under no circumstances should a 
foreign body be dug for. If it is ad- 
hering firmly to the eyeball surface, 
digging for it will injure the delicate 
covering membranes of the eye. 
Adherent foreign particles should be 
dealt with only by a properly quali- 
fied physician. 


In the case of dust granules ‘oo” 
fine to be seen, relief can be found 
by flushing the eye with a saline 
solution, which can be made by dis- 
solving a teaspoonful of salt in a 
glass of water. 


Care should be taken to drop the 
solution into the eye gently, using 
for the purpose an eye dropper or, 
lacking that, a sponge made of clean 
absorbent cotton.

Surprise Fritters. 

Soak three sets of calves brains 
in cold salted water for one hour. 
Remove skins and chop very fine. 
Season with salt, pepper, paprika 
and a little onion juice. Add two 
whole well-beaten eggs and three 
fourths cup of fine bread crumbs. 
Mix and place on ice for two hours 
to thicken. Cut rounds of bread 
fthree-fourths inch thick. Cover 
thickly, about one inch, with the 
brain mixture and fry in hot, but 
not smoking lard. When bread is 
light brown, turn and brown on the 
other side, cooking in all from 10 
to 15 minutes. Drain on paper and 
place in a partition dish and cover 
with a creole sauce, or serve with- 
out sauce on a bed of green peas. 

Creole Sauce. 

Place four tablespoons of olive 
oil or butter in a sauce pan, add 
two finely minced onions and a 
medium sized green pepper, shred- 
ded; fry to a light color. When 
soft, add one-half crushed clove of 
garlic. Let cook a few minutes, 
then pour in a No. 2 can of toma- 
toes, strained, and one cup of stock. 
Season to taste with salt, pepper 
yand a little sugar and celery salt. 
Cook slowly about 25 minutes. 

Pickle . Salad. 

Mix together one cup of finely 
chopped celery, one cup of finely 
chopped cabbage and two table- 
spoons of finely chopped green 
pepper. Take one cup of cold water 
and one cup of sweet pickle juice 


Six or seven cream mints. 

One tablespoon of gelatin. 

Two-thirds cup of sugar. 

One-half teaspoon of salt. 

One and three-fourths cups of 
cream. 

One teaspoon of vanilla. 

Two-thirds cup of chopped pista- 
chios (other nuts may be substi- 
tuted). 

Melt chocolate and mints in one 
cup of milk in a double boiler. Soak 
the gelatin in the remaining milk 
for five minutes.

Sprinkle nuts on bottom of individ- 
ual molds, and fill with the char- 
lotte, Chill until firm, then» un- 
mold and garnish with rosettes of 
whipped cream. 

Sunshine Cake. 


Boil one and one-fourth cups of 
sugar and one-half cup of water 
until it forms a soft ball when 
dropped from a spoon into cold 
water. Beat the whites of six eggs 
stiff with a pinch of salt and add 
syrup slowly to the whites. Beat 
until cool, Beat the yolks of six 
eggs light and pour in slowly. Take 
one cup of pastry flour sifted four 
times with one teaspoon of cream 
of tartar. Add gradually to the 
mixture with a little lemon juice. 
Bake in an ungreased tube pan in 
a moderate oven for about 50 min- 
utes.
